Article  25:  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real  estate 
tax  lien  procedure?  These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private  individ- 
uals for  nonpayment  of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a  real 
estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a  municipality  or  county  where 
the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may  acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and 
buildings  for  unpaid  taxes.

1.  Assures  the  NFIP  that  it  will  enact  and  maintain  in 
force  for  those  areas  having  flood  hazards,  as  delineated 
by  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by  the  NFIP 
dated  September  21,  1979  and  any  published  revision  to 
this  map,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with 
effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent  with  the  crite- 
ria set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insur- 
ance Program  Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility,  au- 
thority, and  means  to: 

(a)  Assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in 
his  delineation  of  the  limits  of  the  area  having 
special  flood  hazards. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Adminis- 
trator may  request  concerning  present  uses  and 
occupancy  of  the  floodplain  areas. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local 
agencies  and  private  firms  which  undertake  to 
study,  survey,  map,  and  identify  floodplain 
areas  and  cooperate  with  neighboring  munici- 
palities with  respect  to  management  of  adjoin- 
ing floodplain  areas  in  order  to  prevent  aggra- 
vation of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  com- 
munity's initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to 
the  Administrator  on  the  progress  made  during 
the  past  year  within  the  town  in  the  develop- 
ment and  implementation  of  floodplain  man- 
agement measures. 
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3.  Appoints  the  Building  Permit  Officer,  Building  In- 
spector to  maintain  for  public  inspection  and  to  furnish 
upon  request,  for  the  determination  of  applicable  flood 
insurance  risk  premium  rates  within  all  areas  having  spe- 
cial flood  hazards  identified  on  a  Flood  Hazard  Boundary 
Map  or  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map,  any  certification  of 
flood-proofing,  and  information  on  the  elevation  (in  rela- 
tion to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  level  of  the  lowest  habitable 
flood  (including  basement  if  habitable)  of  all  new  or  sub- 
stantially improved  structures,  and  include  whether  or  not 
such  structures  contain  a  basement,  and  if  the  structure  has 
been  floodproofed  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea 
level)  to  which  the  structure  was  floodproofed. 

4.  Agrees  to  take  such  other  official  action  as  may  be 
reasonable  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program. 

Article  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  New  Hampshire  Model 
Floodplain  Management  Ordinance  (Available  for  review  at  Town  Hall). 

Article  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  create  three  positions  for  Cemetery

and  to  be  elected  by  ballot  in  all  future  years.

When  I  have  prepared  this  summary  in  past  years  for  the  annual  report, 
growth  of  the  community  has  been  a  factor.  The  year  1987  was  no  exception 
with  the  Police  Department  realizing  an  eleven  percent  (11%)  increase  in 
activity.  We  normally  experience  modest  increases  in  the  various  activities 
listed  below.  However,  the  increases  in  thefts  (52%)  and  criminal  mischief 
or  vandalism  (140%)  are  alarming.  In  part,  this  can  be  attributed  to  a  larger 
residential  population.  The  Town  has  also  experienced  more  juvenile  re- 
lated problems  in  the  last  couple  of  years  than  in  past  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
GILMANTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS 

Your  Fire  Departments  and  Rescue  Service  responded  to  233  emergency 
calls  in  1987,  of  which  107  were  fire  related  and  126  were  medical  emergen- 
cies. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  the  Fire  Departments.  This 
includes  the  additions  of  a  new  Class  A  Fire  truck  and  a  newly  renovated 
Ambulance/Rescue  truck.  A  comprehensive  Fire  Study  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  Thomas  Dawson,  former  State  of  New  Hampshire  Fire  Marshal  for  the 
Town  of  Gilmanton.  This  study  reinforced  the  Departments'  opinion  that 
full  time  fire  protection/prevention  personnel  are  needed.  This  addition 
would  complement  our  excellent  volunteer  service  to  ensure  prompt  and 
efficient  response. 

Ambulance  Service  has  been  studied  in  great  depth  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ments. A  Warrant  Article  is  included  which  proposes  that  the  Departments 
operate  an  emergency  Ambulance  Service  for  the  Town  of  Gilmanton. 

For  the  above  reasons,  the  emphasis  on  our  volunteer  training  has  been 
devoted  to  emergency  medical  services.  Currently  we  have  17  members  who 
are  licensed  Ambulance  attendants  and  an  on-going  training  program  will 
increase  this  number  in  the  near  future. 

To  assist  the  Departments  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  it  is  imperative 
that  the  Fire/Emergency  telephone  number  be  dialed  —  524-1545.  This  will 
start  the  wheels  turning  in  the  quickest  and  most  efficient  manner.  Proper 
residential  identification  would  also  save  precious  minutes,  and  a  house 
number  or  name  on  the  mailbox  is  extremely  important. 

Being  a  year  of  growth  and  change  for  your  Departments,  we  have 
enjoyed  a  close  working  relationship  between  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners and  Town  Government.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the  citizens'  sup- 
port that  has  allowed  the  Departments  to  continue  our  goal  of  providing 
quality  Emergency  care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kin- 
dled without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning. 
All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  how- 
ever, your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord  Forest  Protec- 
tion Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1 ,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  tim- 
ber tax  forms.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  planning  board  continued  to  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month.  Public  hearings  were  held  at  each  regular  meeting,  and  in  most 
months  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  the  following  Tuesday  evening  to 
complete  the  agenda  and  the  board's  deliberations.  In  addition,  the  board 
has  met  with  the  selectmen,  and  has  held  work  sessions  to  consider  revisions 
to  the  zoning  ordinance  and  subdivision  regulations,  master  plan  update, 
capital  improvements  program,  and  growth  management.  Members  of  the 
board  have  worked  with  the  capital  improvements  committee.  The  board 
has  conducted  site  inspections  of  all  major  subdivisions  and  many  minor 
ones.

There  are,  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  applications  for  about  150 
lots  awaiting  further  information  and  action  by  the  board. 

Late  in  1987  the  board  received  a  petition  signed  by  citizens  concerned 
that  the  rapid  rate  of  growth  in  town  was  outstripping  the  town/s  capacity 
to  provide  services,  including  especially  schools,  road  maintenance,  police 
and  fire  protection  and  general  administrative  services.  In  response  the 
board  has  propose  that  the  town  adopt  an  interim  growth  management 
ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  674:23.  The  ordinance 
would  limit  the  number  of  building  permits  and  the  size  of  subdivisions  for 
a  period  of  one  year.  Such  limits  would  provide  the  planning  board  with  a 
respite,  so  that  the  capital  improvements  program  could  be  completed,  the 
master  plan  updated,  and  if  necessary  a  longer-term  growth  management 
program  be  proposed.  We  have  asked  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
funds  to  contract  with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  for  assis- 
tance with  the  capital  improvements  program  and  master  plan  update. 

The  planning  board  has  raised  application  fees  to  cover  its  administrative 
costs,  membership  in  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  and  miscel- 
laneous expenses.  We  have  recognized  the  invaluable  assistance  of  Candace 
Daigle,  have  appointed  her  administrative  assistant  and  with  the  selectmen's 
approval,  have  raised  her  compensation  accordingly.  Members  of  the  board 
are   John  O'Shea,    John  Dickey,  David  Allen,  Gordon  Russell,  George 
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Twigg,  Henry  Page,  selectmen's  representative,  Donald  Kelley  and  Chester 
Francis,  alternates.  All  members  and  alternates  have  attended  regularly  and 
have  given  generously  of  their  time  and  energy  to  serve  the  town.

LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

During  1987  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  increased  its  ser- 
vices to  member  communities  in  the  areas  of  zoning  and  subdivision  regula- 
tions, site  plan  review,  regulations,  transportation,  historic  preservation 
and  environmental  protection.  Planning  Board  members  have  attended  the 
municipal  law  lecture  series,  co-sponsored  by  the  Regional  Planning  Com- 
missions and  the  Municipal  Association  as  well  as  seminars  on  impact 
assessments  and  other  issues. 

The  LRPC,  established  under  state  law,  is  supported  almost  entirely  by 
local  dues  and  contracts  with  municipalities.  Only  in  the  last  two  or  three 
years  has  the  legislature  made  a  small  appropriation  to  support  regional 
planning  throughout  the  state.  Thirty-two  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region  are 
dues-paying  members  of  LRPC  this  year. 

In  addition  to  services  provided  to  all  dues  paying  members,  such  as 
responses  to  telephone  inquiries  and  consultation  on  various  planning- 
related  matters,  LRPC  provides  more  intensive  assistance  under  contract. 
The  Gilmanton  planning  board  has  proposed  for  1988  to  contract  with  the 
Commission  to  review  and  update  the  1982  master  plan,  and  to  complete 
the  capital  improvements  program  which  has  been  in  process  for  almost  two 
years.  LRPC  is  beginning  a  program  as  "broker"  of  shared  services.  Under 
this  program  two  towns  and  the  City  of  Franklin  were  able  to  use  the 
services  of  part-time  planners.  This  technique  could  be  used  to  provide 
towns  with  other  skilled  services  on  a  shared  basis,  such  as  engineering, 
code  enforcement,  and  administration. 

State  law  has  emphasized  that  town  planning  must  take  into  considera- 
tion regional  needs  and  developments.  LRPC  during  1987  revised  its  re- 
gional master  plan.  This  master  plan  involves  a  comprehensive  analysis  of 
major  land  use  changes  in  the  region  over  the  last  decade  and  provides  a 
reference  point  to  support  local  master  planning  and  land  use  regulation. 

A  household  hazardous  waste  collection  day  was  coordinated  by  LRPC 
last  summer.  Gilmanton  did  not  participate  in  that  project  in  1987,  but  will 
probably  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  in  1988.  The  project  is  partially  state 
funded,  with  the  remainder  of  the  cost  paid  for  by  participating  commu- 
nities. This  is  an  opportunity  to  remove  these  materials  from  our  homes  and 
to  dispose  of  them  safely  without  risk  of  contaminating  our  ground  or 
surface  waters. 

Commissioner  Carolyn  Baldwin  continues  to  serve  on  the  LRPC  execu- 
tive committee,  and  during  1987-88  serves  as  co-chairman  with  Donald 
Gilmore  of  Meredith.  Donald  Kelley,  alternate  member  of  the  planning 
board,  serves  as  Gilmanton's  second  commissioner.

As  I  start  my  sixth  year  in  the  New  Hampshire  House  of  Representatives, 
this  year  also  marks  the  beginning  of  annual  sessions,  a  constitutional 
change  voted  in  1984  by  the  people  of  this  state.  A  change  I  still  do  not  agree 
with,  and  voted  against.  It  was  stated  that  with  annual  sessions  our  work 
load  would  be  cut  down,  in  fact,  just  the  opposite  has  happened.  In  1987, 
we  voted  on  almost  1,000  bills,  and  now  in  1988,  over  700  bills  have  been 
introduced,  including  a  bill  to  raise  the  gas  tax,  multiple  spending  bills  and 
an  income  tax  proposal.  Proving  that  the  longer  the  Legislature  is  in 
Concord,  the  less  economic  freedom  the  people  have.  We  really  don't  solve 
problems  in  the  Legislature,  we  create  them.  So  this  year  I  will  support  a 
measure  to  return  to  biennial  sessions,  which,  if  passed  means  the  Legisla- 
ture will  be  in  session  once  every  other  year,  instead  of  every  year  creating 
problems.

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LETTER  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Dear  Citizens: 

On  behalf  of  the  Gilmanton  School  Board,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to 
you  on  the  1987-88  Gilmanton  School  District  Year. 

As  all  of  you  are  aware,  it  has  been  a  year  of  intense  work  and  continued 
dedication  by  community  volunteers,  administration,  and  staff. 

1987-1988  saw  the  Gilmanton  Elementary  School's  population  rise  to  346 
students  (grades  K-8)  from  the  1987  number  of  327.  This  year  saw  Gilman- 
ton's  first  triple  class,  with  a  triple  first  grade  and  an  anticipated  triple 
kindergarten  class  for  1988.  Our  High  School  population  is  now  at  142 
students  being  tuitioned  to  Gilford  Middle  High  School.  Gilmanton  is  a  fast 
growing  community  and  this  is  reflected  in  our  school  population.  Your 
School  Board  and  members  of  the  community  are  continuing  to  evaluate 
the  best  option  for  dealing  with  our  increasing  student  population. 

1987-1988  has  been  another  strong  year  at  Gilmanton  School.  Our  stu- 
dents are  continuing  to  exhibit  academic  commitment,  school  and  commu- 
nity spirit,  and  pride  in  themselves.  Gilmanton's  professional  staff  is  con- 
tinuing to  provide  a  stimulating,  and  well  disciplined  environment,  in  which 
our  children  may  learn. 

Some  special  areas  that  the  Board  wishes  to  bring  to  your  attention: 

1 .  A  Language  Arts  curriculum  for  grades  K-8  is  currently  being  devel- 
oped for  Gilmanton  School. 

2.  At  our  1987  Gilmanton  School  Graduation,  seven  students  of  our  8th 
grade  graduating  class  received  the  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Award. 
To  receive  this  prestigious  award,  the  student  must  maintain  a  B+  average 
composed  of  all  grades  received  beginning  in  grade  three,  and  Standardized 
Achievement  Test  Battery  Scores  at  or  above  the  80th  percentile. 

3.  Our  instrumental  and  choral  program  is  continuing  to  grow  signifi- 
cantly with  30  students  in  our  beginning  band  alone. 

4.  Gilmanton  School  has  an  active  sports  program  for  the  students. 
Soccer,  basketball,  baseball  and  softball  are  seasonal  activities.  We  also 
offer  skiing  as  part  of  our  physical  education  program.  Our  teams  are 
supported  by  an  active  pep  club  during  soccer  season,  and  cheerleaders  for 
basketball. 

In  November/December  of  1987  at  the  Special  School  District  meeting, 
the  citizens  of  Gilmanton  elected  not  to  pursue  a  Gilmanton  Middle  High 
School  at  this  time.  It  was  requested  that  the  Building  Committee  and 
School  Board  come  back  at  the  March  1988  School  District  meeting  with  the 
following: 
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a.  Articles  of  Agreement 

Cooperative  Agreement  with  Gilford  grades  9-12 

b.  Gilmanton  Middle  High  School  Proposal 

c.  Proposals  regarding  current  Gilmanton  School  additions 

d.  Any  additional  viable  options 

The  March  1988  School  District  meeting  is  scheduled  for  March  25,  1988, 
at  which  time  you  will  be  asked  again  to  vote  on  one  of  the  proposals.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Gilmanton  School  District 
Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Gil- 
manton School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  as  listed 
in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  re- 
ferred to  above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts, 
which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets 
Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  pre- 
sent fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Gilmanton  School  District  at  June 
30,  1987,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and 
individual  fund  financial  statements  and  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a 
required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Gilmanton 
School  District.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  pro- 
cedures applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  state- 
ments and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation 
to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
